AND UKRAINE WITH FORMER
ENEMY.

RUMANUN SITURTION CRITICAL

Formal Treaty Has Not Yet Been Sign-
ed But Agreed Upon—Contains
Provision Fef Getting Food.

Although no formal treaty yas yet
been signed between the Russians and
the central powers the bolsheviki gov-
aernment has ordered a cessation of
hostilities by the Russians against
Germany, Austria-llungary, Turkey
and Bulgaria and the withdrawal of
Its troops froa the trenches and for-
tified positlons from the Baltic sea to
tha Rumanian frontier. It long had
been foreseen that such an outcome

aventually would follow upon the revo-.!

lutionary movement in Rugsia, w'.ere
for nearly a year civil strife and war
weariness generally proved most po-
tent factors in weakening the battle
fromt,
gan the withdrawal of troops from
this front, and virtually only a hand-
ful of them have been faced by Rus-
slans there.

Peace having been effected hoth by
the Russians and Ukrainians with the
Teutonic aMlies, the situation of Ru-
mania becomes a most
Entirely cut off now from her allies,
the Rumanlans apparently are faced
with the absolute necessity of effect-

ing a separate peace or being overrun |

by superior enemy armies, Nothing
has as yet come through to show
whether another Rumanfan cabinet to
take che place of the one which resign-
ed last week has been formed or
whether any reply has been made to
the ultimatum of the central powers
that peace negotiations should immedi-
ately be started.

As has been anticipated, the terms
of peace between the Ukraine and
the central powers contain the much-
desired clause providing for the im-
mediate entering Into economic rila-
tions between the contracting parties
by which Austrla and Germany may
obtain much dekired foodstuffs.

FIVE BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN
KILLED WHILE FOUR OTH-

BARRAGE ﬁ RETURNED

Patrolling Soldiers Were Fired Upon
From Concealed Positions by Large
Numbers of Enemy—Put Up Good
Fight.

Five American soldiers are believed
to have been killed, four are miss-
ing and one was wounded, when an
American patrol was ambushed in No-
IMans Land by a superior force of
.Germans,
| The spot where the encounter oc-
.curred is an lsolated one and reports
fconcernlng the casualties inflicted by
jbuth sides are meage:.

Only one American is known to
have escaped the trap of the Ger-
mans, which was laid in front of our
wires. The cng survivor, who crawled
back to the American lines with a bul-
let in his chest, is unable to talk,

Our artillery immediately laid a
barrage around the ambushing Qer-
mang and some are believed to have
been accounted for. The infantry ac-
counted for others. as it is certain
the :ttacked patrol fought to a finish.
according to information trickling In
from the front line.

Our patrolling soldiers were walk-
ing in front of our wire entanglements
when a big enemy patrol that had
bheen divided into parties which took
up concealed positions opened fira
at close range. The night wrs clear
and the forms of the Americans mada
the best possible targets for the hid-
den Germans. There is no doubt that
the Americans battled gallantly until
completely overpowered.
| The artillery duel in our sector
continued. Scores of alirplanes were
out observing and making photo-
graphs. The men in the line were
thrilled by a number of air duels high
in the sky over their heads.

One American artilleryman
killed and five artillervmen
wounded by shell fire,

Legal procedure In the army, as it
|a fn some respacts quite different
from that of civil courts, should be of
general interest at present. To begin
with, there is no separate judge and
jury, tha conrt performing both thess
functions. Minor offenses, the maxi-
mum penalty for which is not more
than three months' imprisonment, are
trled by a summary court, consisting
of one officer. Thore is such a court
for each rogiment or smaller unft,
More sorious offensesa, but for which
the maximum penz!ty 18 six months’
imprisonment or less, are tried by a
apecial court, consisting of from three
1o five officers. while all other offenses
iro tried by general courts martial,
composed of from five to thirteen of-
ficors, specially constituted for that
particilar offense, and which have the
imwor to Impose even caplital punish-
mont.

These courts conduct the cases, rule
upon the evidence: decide upon the
eul!lt of the accuawl, and fAix the sen-
tence. The conduct of the oase Is
ahout like that in civil courts, the ae-

cnsed having the right to refuse to
answer questions tending to Ineriml
nate himself, and being allowed the

nsalatance of council, an officer Leing
destgnated to act as such If he has not
procured s civil'an attorney. FHe has
also the right to object to any of P‘h_n
officers who constitute the court, and
if e has good reason they will be ro

nlarnd with others satisfactory to him.
In one respect he = better off than in
a civil trial, as there is no limit to the
numher of such ohisctions, hnt the
rongons glven must be substantinted.
